The loss can- 
not now a/id perhaps will never be ful- 
ly known. The'-interior was filled with 
valuable paintings, bric-a-brac, curios- 
ities from.all parts of the world, rare 
g-ems, valuable private libraries, the 
•value of which is'known only to the 
individuals.

Postponement of Today's 


Meeting Foreshadows 


That Action. 


FARIS, Nov. 23.—At the request o' the 
Spanish 
peace 
commissioners,; 


there will be no Joint session today, pending instructions from Madrid. The 
date of the next meeting is not fixed. The postponement of today is re- 
garded as a hopeful sign. that .the treaty will be signed. Although the Mad-, 
rid government ha-d not yet received the text of the American ultimatum, 
the Spanish received quite enough by telegraph on Monday night to enablo 
them to instruct their commlsBioners to retire. 


The belief was confidently expressed- by several of the American com- 


missioners, in conversation with the correspondent of the Associated Press 
today, that before the time expired for the answer, namely, Monday next, 
the Spaniards will acquiesce in the United States' Philippine offer, and that 
'ultimately the treaty will .be signed by the Spanish commissioners.
